2. Claims 1-38 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant invention is drawn to a method and system for purchasing prepaid 

communications credit to a user account among a plurality of user accounts, each having a 
different access code (i.e., PIN). A system receives an origination number and a credit code 
corresponding to a predefined payment amount for prepaid credit. The system further receives an 
access code that corresponds to one of the user plurality of accounts. The system credits the 
corresponding account among the plurality of user accounts that associated with the origination 
number with the predefined payment amount for prepaid credit. 
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Prior art of record failed to teach or fairly suggest the system and method for purchasing 
prepaid communications credit as provided in the claims (see paper filed on July 1 9, 2004).
